1. At the pre-SECOM meeting yesterday, you asked for suggestions 


concerning the agenda item, "Critical Personnel Security Issues." 


therefore recommend the following change: 


o Replace the topics listed under that item with 
a 30-minute presentation of the proposed appeals pro- 
cedures by DCI/OGC, followed by continuation of the 
24 September 1980 meeting, i.e., consideration of the 
Investigative Standards Working Group recommendations 
one through four.
